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Treatment Court Program Status 

Currently there are 122 operational treatment courts: 80 adult, 17 juvenile, 13 family, 3 
reintegration and 9 designated DWI. The commission provided funding to 53 treatment court 
jurisdictions. 

Admissions 

There were 2441 admissions to treatment courts during this reporting period, as measured by a 
count of cases. Re-entry also includes reintegration case types.
